Nitety 7 and 8:15 


The Great Tribulation 
Rev. 6:1-6 

Chapter six is a general 
prophetic picture of the tuture 
Great Tribulation which will 
soon come upon the earth. The 
contents of this future prophecy 
comes directly from the pages 
of the seven-sealed book in 
Heaven which we studied in 
chapter five. As we proceed to 
anen the siy seals of chapter 
six, we shall observe the strik- 
ing similarity between this 
prophecy and the prophecy of 
Jesus Christ concerning the last 
days in Matthew 24. 

As the first seai is opened in 
verses 1 and 2 of Revelation 6 
we see the arising of the 
antichrist. This rider on a white 
horse is not the true Christ 
because the true Christ will 
come from Heaven riding a 
white horse in chapter 19 at the 
close of the tribulation. Notice 
the weapon of antichrist is a 
bow with no arrows. He will 
conquer the world by diplo- 
macy, forming a one world 
government. The true Christ will 
conyuer the world with His 
Word. Jesus Christ already 
warned us in Matthew 24:4,5 
not to ve deceived by anti- 
christs who would come in the 
last days. 

The second seal opens in 
Revelation 6:3.4 describing ter- 
rible warfare under the red- 
horse rider. Jesus gives us 
excellent commentary on this 
verse in Matthew 24:6.7a: “And 
ye shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wars: see that ye be 
not troubled: for all these things 
must come to pass, but the end 
is not yet.

Editor's Note: The following is 
the first of three articles by the 
Crawford - AuSable Board of 
Education pertaining to the 
millage renewal vote to be held 
August 29. 

We, the members of the 
Crawford AuSable School Board 
have adopted the following 
millage proposal for the coming 
erhanl year ta he vated an 
August 2ytn: 

Shall the millage levy be 
increased by 9.65 mills? 

9.15 mills represent a renewal 
of mills that expire this year. .5 
mills renrasents an increase 
This combined millage proposal 
is a reduction from our tctai 
millage proposed in June of 
1.83 mills. 

After long and arduous study 
and discussion we came to the 
conclusion that this is the 
minimum amount of miliage 
needed to provide an education 
that meets the basic needs of 
our children. We were able to 
arrive at this reduced miliage 
request because of the follow- 
ing reasons: 

1. Some increased funding 
because the State changed the 
State Aid formula. 

2. A reduction of classroom 
teachers. 

3, Additional reduction of the 
extra-curricular program, 

4. Monies left over from tast 
year's budget due to tight 
spending, reduced programs, 
savings in fuel, electricity, and 
maintenance costs. 

We did rearranae our oriori- 
ties somewhat to deal with 
problem areas by allocating 
additional MomEs for lesiboons, 
teaching supplies, tibrary buuks 
and elementary physical educa- 
tion. 

We believe this is a com- 
promise and represents a sin- 
cere effort to be responsive to 
the concerns of taxpayers and 
the needs of school children. 

It is the intent of this School 
Board to continue working on 
behaif of you and your children.

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Government to Subsidize Fuel

Bilis for Low Income Seniors 


Low income Michigan seniors 
will soon be the target of a 
$13.28 million crisis interven- 
tion program aimed at easing 
the burden of last winter's 
energy costs. The money is 
Michigan's share of $200 million 
tecently appropriated by Con- 
gress to help !ow income 
households, particularly the el- 
derly poor, in paying over-due 
utility/fuel bills. The program, 
to be administered by the 
Department of Social Services, 
nas already begun with a mass 
mailing of applications to se- 
niors. . 

For households headed by 
persons 65 years of age or 
older, with incomes of less than 
125% of Community Services 
Administration poverty guide- 
lines, this program authorizes a 
one time payment of up to $250 
to cover unpaid energy/fuel 
bills. The program also author- 
izes payments of $50 to house- 
holds, headed by  perscn’s 
meeting the eligibility require- 
ments, ragardiess of the status 
of their fuel accounts. An 
eligible person may receive 


50¢ 


assistance for unpaid energy 
bills and the $60 cash grant 
Providing total payment does 
not exceed the $260 limit. 

To participate in this pro- 
gram, individuals will be requir- 
ed to file an application form 
with the Department of Social 
Services. The majority of par- 
ticipants will be identified by 
using existing records of SSi 
and property tax credit reci- 
pients. Also, Michigan energy 
suppliers will provide tne De- 
partment of Social Services with 
a list of all persons in arrears. 
Persons on either of these two 
lists’ will automatically receive 
an application. All applications 
must be returned by August 15.

The U.S. Forest Service is 
seeking public involvement in 
identifying roadless and unde- 
veloped Forest Service land 
Suitable for wilderness evalua- 
tion according to Kenton P. 
Clark, Forest Supervisor of the 
Huron-Manistee National For- 
est. 

To identify areas suitable for 
consideration, 3 public meet- 


ings were schedujed at the. 


following Jocations in the south- 
ern peninsula: 

The first one was held August 
9th at the Holiday inn, Grayling. 
On August 11th at the College 
Inn, Big Rapids, at 7:00 p.m., 
and on August 23rd at the 
Executive Plaza Bidg., 12th and 
6th St., Detroit, at 1:30 p.m. 

Clark explained that the meet- 
ings are designed for people to 
be invclved in sessions to 
identify areas for addition or 
deletion. Since these are meet- 
ings, there, will not be state- 
ments heard or addresses to the 
entire audience for or against: 
wilderness. 

“These meetings will not 
become debates dominated by 
froponents or opponents of 
what has become one of the 
more controversial public land 
Management issues of our time. 
“Our intention”, said Clark, 
“will be to obtain the thinking of 
individuals on two issues: (1) 
what are2zs should be identified 
as having wilderness potential; 
and (2) what should be used as 
Criteria to evaluate these areas. 
we will furnish 


participants with worksheets 
and resource data and then 
encourage them to give their 
input.” 

As background, Mr. Clark 
explained that up until a few 
years ago, wilderness had not 
been viewed as a possible 
resource opportunity in the East 
because most of the land had 
been disturbed by man. How- 
ever, as a-result of nearly 50 
years of careful management, 
there are now blocks of National 
Forest lands that exhibit a very 
natural appearance. This caused 
groups within the past 6 to 7 
years to urge Congressional 
passage of an Act in 1975 that 
designated new wilderness in 
the Eastern United States. 

Confronted by the growing 
popularity and pressure for 
wilderness, the question of a 
need for more wilderness was 
addressed in President Carter’s 
Environmental Message of May 
23. Furthermore, this message 


reflected his belief in involving ° 


the public in developing his 
administration’s position on 
wilderness proposals that come 
before Congress in the future. 

Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture, M. Rupert Cutler, noted 
that the Forest Service had 
conducted an inventory in 1973 
‘of roadtess areas in the National 
‘Forest System but that some 
areas had been overlooked. For 
example, explained Cutler, the 
‘1973 inventory didn’t include 
Eastern National Forests nor 
the National Grasslands and 
that additional areas in the West 
have been brought to the 
Department's attention. 

As a teouil, more than 206 
public meetings have been 
scheduled between July 1 and 
August 16 across the country. 
These will also provide public 


thinking as to alternative uses, 


of roadless areas in our Nation- 
al Forests.

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The state of education in this country 
regularly evokes both criticism and 
concern on fairly high levels, frequently 
with good reason, 

One of the more vocal and more 
qualified critics is Admiral Hyman 
Rickover, no stranger to controversy, 
who deserves the adjective “feisty” if 
anyone does. Congress has repeatedly 
extended the retirement deadline to 
eee him on the federal payroll at age 

Admiral Rickover, head of the Navy’s 
nuclear propulsion program, recently 
gave same of his thoughts to a con- 
gressional committee. 

Among Rickover's claims were these: 

— Schools and colleges are giving too 
many students A’s and B’s they don't 
deserve, 

~—The idea that learning should be 
made easy and entertaining is “cruel to 
the child and dangerous to society, for 
children grow up believing that they 
need not struggle to excel.” 

~—Teachers often are unqualified; 
tenure makes it hard to get rid of bad 
teachers; labor agreements preclude 
paying teachers according to merit. 

Among his suggestions for improve- 
ment, the admiral proposed that Con- 
gress appoint a panel to develop 
national scholastic standards, including 
minimum comnetency requirements for 
oupils and uniform tests to measure 
basic reading. writing and arithmetic. 

The national standardization idea 
drew immediate negative response from 
Mary Berry, assistant secretary for 
education in the Department of Health, 
Fdutcatian and \Waltare, 

She claimed that education is a local 
responsibility, with disagreement a- 
mong localities on what constitutes 


good education. For’ example, same 
localities consider the classics as vital, 
while others discount them; some think 
business English is important, others 
do not. At least, these were a couple of 
Ms. Berry's examples.

Despite the fact that education is, as 
Ms, Borry claims, a local responsibility, 
there is also considerable merit in some 
standardization. Reading is reading, 
writing is writing, arithmetic is arith- 
metic. All are important to getting along 
in everyday life; if you don't think sc, 
just ask someone who can't read, write 
or count how they get along, day by 
day. 

_ Rickover cited to Congress several 
examples of education’s shortcomings, 
including these: 

—The federally-financed National As- 
sessment of Educational Progress 
studied writing samples of 7,500 young- 
sters and concluded that only a tenth of 
9-year-olds, a third of 13-year-olds and 
half of 17-year-oids could organize 
ideas on paper. 

—Faced with an increasing number 
of high school graduates who cannot 
read, the Navy gives some recruits a 
6-week remedial course designed to 
raise reading ability to sixth grade level. 

~—In Long Island, N.Y., a high school 
graduate sued the local school system 
charging educational malpractice; he 
said he was not taught enough reading 
and writing to get a decent job. 

Where should the emphasis lie — on 
the three R’s, with Rickover; or on the 
classics and business English, with Ms. 
Berry? | have to come down on 
Rickover's side in this controversy. 

Too much schooling, iteseems to me, 
is getting out of hand and off the point; 
it's nice, but it’s not essential. It should 
be add-on, rather than bedrock. 

Rickover cited another example in his
